The other proposal as to transfer several 
current accounts from First of America Bank 
to Old Kent Bank. Treasurer Adkins advised 
the board that with the change of ownership 
to National City, he felt it was in the best 
interest to move the accounts. He indicated 
that National City would still be used for 
investment of township funds, but with the 
board’s approval, a total of five fund 
accounts would be moved to Old Kent Bank. 
Some of the board members seemed uncom- 
| fortable with the sudden nature of the 
request, but eventually did agree to the 
request.
